gan Francisco Japanese Newspaper Sends
Its Reporter to Describe the Attacks
tpon Two Eating Houses and a Hath
House ~Prompt (‘onyhlnl te Japan.

A ftull report of the diturbances caused
by the San Francisco mobs to the Japanese
restaurant and bathhouse on Monday,
May 20, is printed in Japanese in the Jap-
anese American, daily, of 8an Frincisco,
of the igsue of May 22, which just reached
New York yesterday. According to the
wnort, the two American oustomers of
the Japanese restaurant who have been
reported in the despatches to have been
ejected from the Japanese establishment
really have not been ejected, but simply
hid themeelves in the kitohen of the restau-
rant, afraid as they were of the mobs, and
fled {rom the back door.

Now, to begin at tha beginning of thé
story, the trouble began at 7:30 P. M., Mon-
day. May 20. Two or three men who
looked like laborers suddenly halted their
march in front of the Lion Restaurant,
120 Eighth street, kept by a Japanese, by
the name of Inota wai, and: beckoned
to several white men who were having
their dinner in, the restaurant to come
out. They werJ soen whispering togethér
for five minutes. Then appeared on the
coene ahout thirty laborers, who gathered
in front of the entrance of the restaurant.
They prevented every white man from
entering the restaurant. They even re-
eorted to violence to enforoe their plan
of boycotting the restaurant. Seeing that
trouble was brewing, the keepers of the
restaurant closed their establishment at
an unnsual hour of 7:50 P. M.

The rioters did not do any mere damage
to the Lion Restaurant than compelling
the keepers to close the door, which of
course was a considerable damage. They
turned their front toward Folsom street
and there besieged the Horse Shoe Restau-
rant. kept by the Japanese, Morisaburo

. Nakashima. The attack upon the Horse

Shoe Restaurant seems to have been pre-
meditated, for there were already gathered
about fifty of the comrades of the rioters.
They had with them a wagon full of a
mountain of stopes and bricks. The rioters
commenced their engagement at 7:30 by
throwing these stones and bricks at the
glasses in front of the restaurant and kept
on doing so until 10:30 P. M, No wonder
that the glagses were no match in this way
of playing the game. Not a single perfect
glass window was left there. Two white
oustomers, meanwhile, have been dragged
out of the restaurant and told not to enter
it again. They, moreover, have been
badly beaten with fists by the mobs. The
waiters, true to the spirit of bushido of
their native land which they inherited,
went to the resoue of their customers in
distress, But they were beaten back by
the fiving bricks, which hit hard their chesta,
Painful from the effects of wounds caused
by the flying nlinl;a sent by the incarnation
of the American Indians, the waiters stayed
in bed all day the next day.

Under the circumstances the kee{)ers
of the restaurant, however brave they
may ordinarily be, were terrorstricken
and went 'way back inside the house and
did not raise a plighteat sound.
were twd white customers left in the
room. These two were afraid to go
from the front door. So they joined the
restaurant keepers and hid themselves
in the inside of the house. They could
not go home all eve lm.urml 10 P. M,
when they stole out of heuse from the
back door.

On May 21, when the reporter of the
Japanese American went there the windows
were patched with wooden hoards. But
none of the koo?erlol the restaurant oould
be seen in the place, X

The bathhouse, the Na oto ¥uba,
kept by Nagamoto, a hotel keeper, which
bathhouse is just acroes the street from
the Horse Shoe Restaurant, that is at 1214
Folsom street,was also the scene of rioting.
Almost simultaneous with the out
of mob spirit upon the restaurant several
fragments of bricks were thrown into the
bathhouse. Immediately two or three
vindor glasses in front of the establish-
ment *were broken. It was now about
1080 P. M. The bsthhouse had alread
finished its day's work, and there was lel
there only one of the servants of the place.
What could he do against this wholesale
attack of the mob? he abandoned the
bathhouse to its fate. But soon the rioters,
the Indians Incarnate, evacuated the bath-
house. According to the lome servant,
those who threw stones amd bricks num-
bered about two hundred. Happily for
him he was not injured. When the re-
porter vigsited the place Nagamoto the
proprietor was there. But fearing a'second
ma\rik. h?e did not open the business all day
on May 21.

_As for the financial loss caused by the
rioting, the dama&o caused on the window

s of the Horse Shoe Restaurant
was by far the heaviest. It amounted
to $300. Besida the glasses were insured.
It is a question whether the insuranee
oompan{ will have to pay for the damage
caused by the willful acts of men. But
that is not strictly our business to inquire
into
Then, as r:u been reported in the des-
patches, the Japanese Association, which
stands for the protection of persons and

roperty of the Japanese colony in San
neisco, together with the Japanese
Gonsulate officials, took 'steps to call for
the actions on the part of the foreign de-
partment of Japan.

CANADA TAKES ALARM,

Vants te Have Its Militia as Easlly Meobile
ized as That of the U, 8,

OrTAWA, May 27,—In the Déminion
militia great interest is taken in reoent
legislation regarding the United States
militia, which will have a tendéncy to ex-
pedite the early movement of troops in
the event of war. To Canadians the .im-
portant point is each State agreeing tu
keep on hand a sufficient supply of am-
munigion, stores and supplies to immedi-
ately equip for the field the peace strength
of their various regiments; as the effect of
this will be that on ap order to mobilize,
each regiment will be able to take the fleld
without delay.

Prominent Canadian papers to-day go
into the Arverican plan in detail. Intimat-
ing that the Dominion should follow the
example of the United States, one says:

“In Canada, under similar circumstances,
and with the present systemn of mobiliza-
tion, it would be impossible to start the
regiments to the front for three months,
Assuming that our militia were to act in
unison with those of the United States, it
would be much later before they ocould

t into the fleld, which would be a national
&gnoa. In the event of a struggle with
that country the frontiers would Qocu-
pied long before the Canadian regiments
could move.

JUDGE PRAISES BUNCO MAN
For His Hjypnotic Eye—~Then Sends Him

and His Pal to Prison for © Years.

Joseph Simmons and Edward Stone,
who were convicted in the County Court,
Brooklyn, last week of swindling $2,000
out of Emil Arnold of San Francisco in a
penny flipping game at a Coney Island
saloon in April, were arraigned before
Judge Dike yesterday.

Reasonabie Tarif Revision, Goid Standard
ef Value, Regulation of Corperations
Under the Legitimsate Authority Gived
By the Constitution Are His Programme,

LyNcmBuRa, Va., May 27.—Senator Jobn
W. Daniel, who has been suggested by
Senator Rayner and others as a proper
Democratio candidate for President, says
in an interview:

“I am in no sense’ a candidate for the
nomination. While the kindness with
which the mention 'of my name has beén
received in some quarters is naturally very
gratifyin= to me, I do not think tife situation
calls foi any public expression from me
at this time.”

Regarding the ticket and platform SBenator
Daniel says:

“In the wholesome condition of publio
feeling that has come to pass I think that
the national ticket should be composed of
men according to thelr merit and avail-
ability, without regard to the section from
which they come.

“I think the national Democratic plat-
form should enunciate broad, general
Democratic principles and be confined to
those things upon which the Democrats
are generally agreed. Thus limited it
would bring together the Democratic
forces of the United Btates, and if they
could be brought together they would have
an exoellent chance for vidtory,

“Such a platform would, of course, in-
clude fair and just regulation of the cor-
porations engaged in interstate commeroe.
